Selection of Sows. 


The feniales of the herd may be ob- 


tained by purchasing bred sows or 
sn'Its safply in pig to a boar of recog- 
nized v-ortli.

=iplf lo he a good breeder by. the pre- 
vlou« litters she has produced, it is ad- 
risiible for economy's sake to purchase 
bred gilts. These should be about 12 
mouth1! old,, being, bred after the age 
ff eijfbt months, and if possible all 
should be in pig to the same boar. 
Here is the first opportunity to prac- 
tice selection for uniformity: -wheth- 
er pure-bred or not, the sows should 
oe similar in color, marking, type and 
conformation.
